G. R. BAGG’S TWO VOCATIONS 


Employed by Jerome and Rallroad at 
the Same Time—Jerome Concedes 
Criminal Conduct by Attorneys. 


A trunkful of vouchers, dated from 1898 
to 1901, showing payments of Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway money to court offi- 
ters, court clerks, and witnesses, and for 
®xpenses for the entertainment of court 
Officers, clerks, jurors, and even city 


Court Judges, was produced at yester- 
Gay's session of the inquiry into the 
charges brought against District Attor- 
Ney Jerome by the King committee of 
Metropolitan Street Railway stockhold- 
ers. The hearings were resumed, after 
an adjournment of several weeks, before 
Richard L. Hand, the new Commissioner 
whom Gov. Hughes appointed in place of 
ex-Chief Justice Andrews, who resigned. 

The trunk of vouchers has had an in- 
teresting history, as unfolded by a series 
of witnesses at yesterday's trial. The 
ageregate of the payments shown had not 
been figured up by Franklin Pierce, coun- 
sel for the King committee, but is said 
to amount to several hundred thousand 
dollars. The vouchers were produced as 
bearing upon the first charge against 
Mr Jerome, relating to his conduct in the 
jury-fixing inquiry before Justice Samuel 
Seabury in the City Court in February and 
March, 1906. 

It developed yesterday that George R.- 
Bagg, who, with his brother, Stanley S. 
Bagg, was an investigator for the Metro- 
politan during the period in question and 
had the trunk of vouchers in his posses- 
pion, was at the same time in the employ 
of District Attorney Jerome. It was testi- 
fied that Bagg during this period went 
wnder an assumed name in the District 
(Attorney’s office, and was in frequent 
communication with Attorneys Quacken- 
bush, McCabe, and Pattison of the New 
Work City Railway. 

Attorney Ambrose F. McCabe was di- 
Tectly under accusation in the depositions 
cn the subject of jury fixing made in 
the District Attorney's office by Stanley 
&. Bagg and Louis E. Julian, another 
former investigator for the Metropolitan 
Street Railway, in the Fall of 1905. The 
first: charge of the King committee re- 
cites that with these depositions and the 
confession of Tillinghast in his posses- 
eion, Mr. Jerome took no action until A. 
Edward Woodruff, a lawyer, took steps 
to investigate the matter, early in 1906. 
The record already made shows that on 
Feb. 28, the day Tillinghast appeared be- 
fore Justice Seabury, he was errested on 
his return home by a representative of 
Mr. Jerome on a charge of impersonating 
a juror, which had been for some time 
before the District Attorney’s office. 

The next activity of the District Attor- 
ney going into the record in this case 
came when he appeared before Justice 
Seabury on March 25 at a public hearing 
following the arrest of McCabe on com- 
plaint made by Julian. Mr. Jerome, be- 
fore allowing Julian to tell his story, put 
in evidence three drafts given by Julian 
some time previously, which had not been 
paid 

Tillinghast Again on Stand. 

This much being already a matter of 
record, Franklin Pierce, the attorney 
for the King committee, recalled William 
H. Tillinghast to the stand temporarily 
to tell how Stanley Bagg, or his messen- 
ger, would send him word when he was 
wanted for jury duty, and how on these 
occasions his name would be called by the 
Court Clerks even though he wasn’t on 
the panel. He mentioned Clerks Tully 
and Foley and said that on one occasion 
when he asked Clerk Tully to put him on 
a certain jury, Tully refused on the 
ground that the Metropolitan had not 
been treating him “ fairly.’’ 

Another statement by Tillinghast yes- 
terday, which he had not made in his pre- 
vious testimony, was that he used to go 
to the office of the Commissioner of Jur- 
ors and ask that his name be put on a 
certain panel. Under cross-examination 
Tillinghast declared that on one occasion 
he got John B. McGoldrick to accompany 
him on such a mission. 

Next Mr. Pierce called a representative 
of the Controller’s office with vouchers 
showing that George R. Bagg had been 
employed by District Attorney Jerome do- 
ing detective work in the Bertha Kaliche 
case a good deal of the time from Jan. 
16, 1906, to March 10, and thereafter on 
twenty different days up to July 30, 1906. 
The vouchers were “O K’'d” in behalf 
of Mr. Jerome's office by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney James R. Ely. 

Next Mr. Pierce called Michael F. Shee- 
han, whose employment by Bagg was 
shown by the vouchers. Sheehan declared 
that some time in February, March, or 
April of 1906, Bagg had given him a trunk 
to take to his boarding place for safe- 
keeping. Sheehan said he took the trunk 
at night from Bagg’s house to that of 
Mrs. Margaret Britton at 461 West Thirty- 
fourth Street, where he lived, and left it 
there when he moved away from Mrs. 
Britton’s in May. 

Sheehan said that after the Seabury in- 
vestigation, and after the trunk had been 
taken away, Stanley Bagg, who had made 
the affidavit about paying Tillinghast, 
came to work with his brother George. 
It appeared from Mr. Jerome’s statement 
in the Seabury hearing that Stanley Bagge 
had changed his original affidavit about 
the Tillinghast matter. Sheehan was sure 
- he didn’t know what was in the trunk. 

Mrs. Britton, when called to the stand, 
‘was not troubled by any uncertainties 
- about the trunk and its contents. She 
said Sheehan and his wife had lived with 
her from November, 1905, “ until I locked 
their door for room rent,” and that they 
left two trunks behind. One of these 
‘trunks she identified as the one in court, 
and said that Sheehan had told her it 
contained important papers of the Metro- 
_ politan Street Railway, which she must

AMERICA’S BIGGEST BALLOON. 


Bullt for A. H. Forbes of This City to 
Try for Lahm Cup. 


America’s biggest balloon, the Con- 
queror, with a capacity of more than 
85,000 cubic feet of gas, will be launched 
in air next Friday at North Adams, 


Mass. The balloon has been built for A. 


Holland Forbes of 67 East Fifty-fifth 
Street, and when it goes up with Mr. 
Forbes it will be his first ascension bear- 
ing the official pilot’s license from the 
Aero Club of America. 

To obtain the pillot’s certificate Mr. 


Forbes has been required to make ten 
ascensions and show that he understands 
every detail of handling a balloon. The 


same regulations are observed here as 
by the Aero Club of France. Mr. forbes 
completed his tenth ascension last Fri- 
day, and the Directors of the Aero Club 
of America awarded him the pilot’s card 
yesterday. 

Mr. Forbes is the eleventh member of the 
club to receive the honor, and intends to 
signalize his promotion by issuing a chal- 
lenge at an early date for the Lahm Cup, 
now held by Capt. Charles De F,. Chan- 
dler of the United States, Signal Corps, 
who won the trophy in October, 1907, by 
a flight of 473% miles, from St. Louis to 
West Virginia. 

“If the trial trip of my new balloon !s 
satisfactory,” said Mr. Forbes yesterday, 
“I shall surely try for the Lahm Cup, 
going West to make the ascension, as 
that will be necessary to beat ‘the record 
of Capt. Chandler.”’ 

The new balloon was built especially 
for this purpose. It was made by Leo 
Stevens of this city, who constructed the 
big Government balloon in which Theo-

WASHINGTON, April 27.—By a vote of |

The result was not wholly a defeat for 
the Administration, however, because it 
was accompanied by the formal announce- 
ment by Senator Allison of the adoption 
of a definite programme of naval expan- 
sion for the future, by which two battle- 
ships will be provided for each year. 
Hale Approves Plan.

ZEPPELIN BUILDING AIRSHIP. 


Will Be 445 Feet Long, with Speed of 
47 Miles an Hour—To Cost $100,000. 


BERLIN, April 27.—Count Zeppelin has 
begun the construction of a new airship 
on the same general model of his three 
previous balloons, except that it Is to be 
larger and more powerful. 

The new ship will be 445 feet long, with 
a diameter of 49% feet. It will have three 
motors, each of 145 horse power. 
speed will be 47 miles an hour, as 
against the 31 miles attained by the last 
model. The radius of action will be 1,500 
miles. 

The new airship is to be fitted with 
wireless telegraphy and powerful search- 
lights, and will cost $100,000.

DINNER MINUS COLOR LINE. 


White Men of a Club Dine with Negro 
Women and Decry Caste. 


There was a dinner in the restaurant at 
140 Fulton Street last night the prior an- 
nouncement of which had seemed of a So- 
cialistic character. But when those who 
were seated at table were scanned it was 
found that, while the majority of the men 
present were white, the greater number 
of the women were colored. 

The speakers and those who seemed to 
be in authority at the dinner said that 
the aim of the Cosmopolitan Club of 
Greater New York was the bringing into 
closer relations the colored races of the 
world with whites. 

“The Japanese and the Chinese are 
welcome at our board,’’ they said. 

But the fact remained that at the board 
there was neither Japanese nor Chinese. 
There were black negroes and yellow ne- 
groes, and they sat at the table with 
whites. 

When those at the board were asked for 
some explanation of the character of the 
dinner they said: 

“This is the first annual dinner of 
the Cosmopolitan Club of Greater New 
York. ‘ But the club has no President. 
The Secretary, who is presiding here to- 
night, is Dr. O. M. Waller, a colored 
physician, of Brooklyn, and the Acting 
Secretary was André Tridon, a French- 
man, The club has no other officers.” 

After the dinner there was speaking. 
Oswald Villard asserted that caste was 
the most dangerous spirit that could exist 
in a republic. Then the Rev. George F.

ing men. 

I ask that it be Mmited in some such 
way as that I have already pointed out 
in my previous messages, for the very 
reason that I do not wish to see an em- 
bittered effort made to destroy it. It is 
unwise stubbornly to refuse to provide 
against a repetition of the abuses which 
have caused the present unrest. In a 
democracy like ours it 1s idle to expect 
permanently to thwart the determination 
of the great body of our citizens.

Growth of “Class Consciousness.” 


_. Every farsighted patriot should protest 


first of all against the growth in this 
country of that evil thing which is called 
*“class consciousness.” The demagogue, 
the sinister or foolish Socialist visionary 


who strives to arouse this feeling of class 
consciousness in our working people 
does a foul and evil thing; for he is no 
true American, he is no self-respecting 
citizen of this Republic, he forfeits his 
right to stand with manly self-reliance on 
a footing of entire equality with all other 
citizens, who bows to envy and greed, 
‘who erects the doctrine of class hatred 
into a shibboleth, who substitutes loyalty 
to men of a particular status, whether 
or poor, for loyalty to those eternal 
and immutable principles of righteousness 
which bid us treat each man on his worth 
as a man without regard to his wealth or 
his poverty. 
‘But evil though the influence of these 
ogues and visionaries is, it is no 
Worse in its consequences than the influ- 
ence exercised by the man of great wealth 
or the man of power and position in the 
industrial world, who by his lack of sym- 
pathy with, and lack of understanding of, 
still more by any exhibition of uncom- 
promising hostility to, the millions of our 
working people, tends to unite them 
against their fellow-Americans who are 
better off in this world’s goods. f 
Is is a bad thing to teach our working 
People that men of means, that men who 
ve the largest proportion of the sub- 
stantial comforts of life, are necessarily 
ed grasping, and cold-hearted, and 
t they unjustly demand and appro- 
priate more than their share of the sub- 
stance of the many. Stern condemnation 
should be visited upon demagogue and 
visionary who teach this untruth, and 
even sterner upon those capitalists who 
are in truth grasping and greedy and 
brutally disregardful of the rights of 
others, and who by their actions teach 
the dreadful lesson far more effectively 
than any mere preacher of unrest. A 
“class grievance’ left too mr without 
remedy breeds ‘class consciousness” 
and therefore class resentment. 


Strengthen Anti-Trust Law. 


The strengthening of the anti-trust law 
is demanded upon both moral and eco- 
nomic grounds. Our purpose in strength- 
ening it is to secure more effective con- 
trol by the National Government over the 
business use of the vast masses of in- 
dividual, and especially of corporate 
wealth, which at the present time monop- 


olize most of the inter-State business of 
the country; and we believe the control 
can best be exercised by peeventin the 
growth of\ abuses rather than merely by 
trying to destroy them when they have 
ereaty grown. 

In the highest sense of the word this 
movement for thorough control of the 
business use of this great wealth is con- 
servative. We are trying to steer a safe 
middle course, which alone can save us 
from a plutocratic class government on 
the one hand, or a Socialistic class gov- 
ernment on the other, either of which 
would be fraught with disaster to our 
free institutions, State and National. 

We are trying to avoid alike the evils 
which would flow from Government 
ownership of the public utilities by which 
inter-State commerce is chiefly carried on, 
and the evils which flow from the riot 
and chaos of unrestricted individualism. 
There is grave danger to our free insti- 
tutions in the corrupting influence exer- 
cised by eat wealth suddenly concen- 
trated in the hands of the few. We should 
in sane manner try to remedy this danger, 
in spite of the sullen opposition of these 
few very powerful men, and with the 
full purpose to protect them in all their 
rights at the very time that we require 
them to deal rightfully with others. 

When with steam and electricity mod- 
ern business conditions went through the 
astounding revolution which in this coun- 
try began over half a century ago, there 
was at first much hesitation as to what 
particular governmental agency should be 
used to grapple with the new conditions. 
At almost the same time, about twenty 
years since, the effort was made to con- 
trol combinations by regulating them 
through the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, and to abolish them by means 
of the Anti-Trust act; the two remedies 
therefore being in part mutually incom- 
patible. 

The inter-State commerce law has pro- 
duced admirable results, especially since 
{it was strengthened by the Hepburn law 
two years ago. The anti-trust law, though 
it worked some good, because anything is 
better than anarchy and complete absence 
of regulation, nevertheless has proved in 
many respects not merely inadequate, but 
mischievous. Twenty years ago the mis- 


use of corporate power had produced al- 
most every conceivable form.-of abuse 
and had worked the gravest = og to 
business morality and the public con- 
science, 

For a long time Federal regulation of 
inter-State commerce had been purely 
negative, the National judiciary merely 
acting in isolated cases to restrain the 
State from exercising a power which it 
was clearly unconstitutional, as well as 
unwise, for them to exercise, but which 
nevertheless the National Government 
itself failed to exercise. Thus, the cor- 
porations monopolizing commerce mude 
the law for themselves, State power and 
common law being inadequate to accom- 

any effective regulation, and the 


forth. 

The result was mischievous in the ex- 
treme, and only shortsighted and utter 
failure to appreciate the grossness of the 
evils to which the lack of regulation gave 
rise can excuse the well-meaning persons 
who now desire to abolish the anti-trust 
law outright or to amend it by simply 
condemning *‘unreasonable’’ combina- 
tions. 


Power to Permit Combinations. 


Power should unquestionably be lodged 
somewhere in the executive branch of the 
Government to permit combinations 
which will further the public interest; 
but it must always be remembered that, 
as regards the great and wealthy com- 
binatigns through which most of the in- 


ter-State business of to-day is done, the 
burden of proof should be on them to 
show that they have a right to exist. 
No judicial tribunal has the knowledge 
or the experience to determine in the 
first place whether a given combination 
is advisable or necessary in the interest 
of the public. Some body, whether a 
commission, or a bureau un the De- 
partment of Commerce and La@por, shoul.l 
be given this power. 

My personal belief is that ultimately we 
shall have to adopt a National incorpora- 
tion law, though I am well aware that this 
may be impossible at present. Over the 
actions of the Executive body in which the 
power is placed the courts should possess 
merely a power of review analogous to 
that obtaining in connection with the 
work of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission at present. To confer this power 
would not be a leap in the dark; it would 
merely be to carry still further the the- 
ory of effective governmental control of 
corporations which was responsible for 
the creation of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission and for the enlargement of 
its powers, and for the creation of the 
Bureau of Corporations. 

The inter-State commerce legislation has 
worked admirably. It has benefited the 
public; it has benefited honestly managed 
and wisely conducted railroads; and in 
spite of the fact that the business of the 
country has enormously increased, the 
value of this Federal legislation has been 
shown by the way in which it has enabled 
the Federal Government to correct the 
most pronounced of the great and varied 
abuses which existed in the business world 
twenty years ago—while the many abuses 
that still remain emphasize the need of 
further and more thoroughgoing legisla- 
tion. Similarly, the Bureau of Corpora- 
tions has ae ee its creation. 

In other words, it is clear that the prin- 
ciples employed to remedy the great evils 
in the business world have worked well, 
and they can now be employed to correct 
the evils that further commercial growth 
has brought more prominently to the sur- 
face. The powers and scope of the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission, and of 
any similar body, such as the Bureau of 
Corporations, which has to deal with the 
matter in hand, should be greatly enlarged 
so as to meet the requirements of the 
present day. 


Dual Control Impossible. 


The decisions of the Supreme Court in 
the Minnesota and North Carolina cases 
illustrate how impossible fs a dual contro] 
of National commerce. The States can- 
not control it. All they can do is to con- 
trol intra-State commerce, and this now 
forms.but @ smail fraction of the com- 


merce carried by the railroads through 
each State. Actual experience has shown 
that the effort at State control is sure to 
be nullified in one way or another sooner 
or later. 

The Nation alone can act with effective- 
ness and wisdom; it should have the con- 
trol both of the business and of the agent 
by which the business is done, for any 
attempt to separate this control must re- 
sult in grotesque absurdity. This means 
that we must rely upon National legisla- 
tion to prevent the commercial abuses 
that now exist and the others that are 
sure to arise unless some efficient Gov- 
ernmental body has adequate power of 
control over them. 

At present the failure of the Congress to 
utilize and exercise the great powers con- 
ferred upon it as regards inter-State com- 
merce leaves this commerce to be regu-

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lated, not by the State, nor yet by the 
Congress, but by the occasional and nec- 
essarily inadequate and one-sided action 
of the Federal judiciary. However up- 
right and able a court is, it cannot act 
constructively; it can only act negative'y 
or destructively, as an agency of Govern- 
ment; and this means that the courts are, 


and must always be, unable to deal effec- | 
tively with a problem like the present, | 


which requires constructive action. 

A court can decide what is faulty, but 
it has no power to make better what tt 
thus finds to be faulty. There should be 


;an efficient Executive body created with! 
| power’enough to correct abuses and scope 


enough to work out the complex problems 
that this great country has developed. 


a body may be guilty of unwisdom or of 
abuses. Any Governmental body, whether 


;@ court or a commission, whether execu- 
tive, legislative, or judicial, if given power |} 


enough to enable it to do effective work 
for good, must also inevitably receive 
enough power to make it possibly effective 
for evil. 

Therefore it is clear that (unless a Na- 
tional incorporation law can be forthwith 
enacted) some body or bodies in the Ex- 
ecutive service should be given power to 
pass upon any combination or agreement 
in relation to inter-State commerce, and 
every such combination or agreement not 
thus approved should be treated as in 
violation of law and prosecuted according- 
ly. The issuance of the securities of any 
combination doing inter-State business 
should be under the supervision of the 
National Government. 

A strong effort has been made to have 
labor organizations completely exempte 
from any of the operations of this law, 
whether or not their acts are in restraint 
of trade. Such exception would in all 
probability make the bill unconstitu- 
tional, and the Legisiature has no more 
right to pass a bill without regard to 
whether it is constitutional than the 
courts have lightly to declare unconsti- 
tutional a law which the Legislature has 
solemnly enacted. The responsibility is 
as great on the one side as on the other, 
and an abuse of power by the Legislature 
in one direction is equally to be con- 
demned with an abuse of power by the 
courts in the other direction. 

It is not possible wholly to except labor 
organizations from the workings of this 
law, and they who insist upon totally ex- 
cepting them are merely providing that 
their status shall be kept wholly un- 
changed, and that they shall continue to 
be exposed to the action which they now 
dread. Obviously an organization not 
formed for profit should not be required 
to furnish statistics In any way as com- 
plete as those furnished by organizations 
for profit. Moreover, so far as labor is 
engaged in production only, its claims to 
be exempted from the anti-trust law are 
sound. This would substantially cover the 
right of laborers to combine, .to strike 
peaceably, and to enter into trade agree- 
ments with the employers. 

But when labor undertakes in a wrong- 
ful manner to prevent the distribution 
and sale of the products of labor, as by 
certain forms of the boycott, it has left 
the field of production, and its action 
may plainly be in restraint of inter-State 
trade, and must necessarily be subject to 
inquiry, exactly as in the case of any 
other combination for the same purpose, 
so as to determine whether such action 
is contrary to sound public policy. The 
heartiest encouragement should be given 
to the wage workers to form labor unions 
and to enter into agreements with their 
employers, and their right to strike, so 
long as they act peaceably, must be pre- 
served. But we should sanction neither 
a boycott nor a blacklist which would be 
illegal at common law. 


Reign of Law-Defying Trusts Over. 


The measures I advocate are in the in- 
terest both of decent corporations and of 
law-abiding labor unions. They are, 


moreover, pre-eminently in the interest of | 


the public, for in my judgment the Amer- 
ican people have definitely made up their 
minds that the days of the reign of the 
great law-defying and law-evading cor- 
porations are over, and that from this 
time on the mighty organizations of cap- 
{tal necessary for the transaction of busi- 
ness under modern conditions, while en- 
couraged so long as they act honestly and 
in the interest of the general public, are 
to be subjected to careful supervision and 
regulation of a kind so effective as to 
insure their acting in the interest of the 
people as a whole. 

Allegations are often made to the ef- 
fect that there is no real need for these 
laws looking to the more effective control 
of the great corporations, upon the ground 
that they will do their work well without 
such control. I call your attention to the 
accompanying copy of a report just sub- 
mitted by Mr. Nathan Matthews, Chair- 
man of the Finance Commission, to the 
Mayor and City Council of Boston, relat- 
ing to certain evil practices of various 
corporations which have been bidders for 
furnishing to the city iron and steel. 

This report shows that there have been 
extensive combinations formed among the 
various corporations which have busi- 
ness with the City of Boston, including, 
for instance, a carefully planned combina- 
tion embracing practically all the firms 
and corporations engaged in structural 
steel work in New England. 

This combination included substantially 
all the local concerns, and many of the 
largest corporations in the United States, 
engaged in manufacturing or furnishing 
structural steel for use in any part of 
New England; it affected the States, the 
cities and towns, the railroads and street 
railways, and generally all persons hav- 
ing occasion to use iron or steel for any 
purpose in that section_of the country.

one small bundle which found its 
into Mrs. Britton’s pantry. She produced 
this bundle, and also identified a bundle 
of newspapers in the trunk.

Pierce learned of the trunk from 
3ritton after the previous hearings on 
the Jerome charges, and got possession 
of it on payment of a bill for room rent 
of $47.15. 

The other important witness of yester- 
day was Miss Lillian Merritt, a stenog- 
rapher and telephone operator in George 
Bage's office, 59 Wall Street, in 1906. 
Miss Merritt said that about the time of 
the Seabury hearings Bagg was working 
both for Mr. Jerome and for the Metro- 
politan Street Railway as evidenced by 
bills for services to the Metropolitan that 
she made out and took to the company’s 
offices. About two weeks after the Sea- 
bury inevestigation, Miss Merritt said, 
Stanley Bagg was employed in George 
Bagg’s office. 

After this evidence most of the session 
was spent in going over the trunk vouch- 
ers. Mr. Jerome made vigorous objec- 
tions to the introduction of the vouchers 
unless Mr. Pierce would pledge himself 
to show that the District Attorney or one 
of his assistants had personal knowledge 
of them, or knew of circumstances that 
would have prompted a faithful public 
official to discover them. Mr. Hand ad- 
mitted the vouchers as showing the fact 
that courts were being tampered with, 
and such of them as could be connected 
with cases in which Tillinghast sat, as 
bearing out his story.

Comment on the moral meaning of these 
methods and transactions would seem super- 
fluous, but as they were defended at the pub- 
lic hearings of the commission and asserted 
to be common and entirely proper incidents of 
business life, and as these practices have been 
freely resorted to by some of the largest indus- 
trial corporations that the world has ever 
known, the commission deems it proper to 
record its own opinion. 

The commission dislikes to belleve that these 
practices are, as alleged, established by the 
general custom of the business community, 
and this defense itself, if unchallenged, 
amounts to a grave accusation against the 
honesty of present business methods, 

To answer an invitation for public or private 
work by sending in what purports to be 
genuine bids, but what In reality are collusive 
figures purposely made higher than the bid 
which Is known will be submitted by one of 
the supposed competitors, is an act of plain 
dishonesty. 

To support these misrepresentations by false 
affirmations in writing that the bids are sub- 
mitted in good faith, and without fraud, col- 
lusion, or connection with any other bidder, is 
a positive and deliberate fraud, the successful 
bidder in the competition fs guilty of obtaining 
money by false pretenses, and the others have 
made themselves parties to a conspiracy clearly 
unlawful at the common law. 

Where, as in the case of the “‘ Boston Agree- 
ment,’’ a number of the most important manu- 
facturers and dealers in structural steel in this 
country, including the American Bridge Com- 
pany, one of the constituent members of the 
United’ States Steel Corporation, have com- 
bined together for the purpose of raising prices 
by means of collusive bids and false repre- 
sentations, their conduct is not only repugnant 
to common honesty, but is plainly obnoxious 
to the Federal statute known as the Sher- 
man or th bs 7, 

The commission belleves that an e 
should be mace of these men, and Frye 3 
members of the “‘ Boston Agreement,’ or at 
least all those who fn October and November 
1905, entered in the fraudulent competitions 
for the Cove Street draw span and the Brook- 
line Street Bridge, should be brought before a 
Federal Grand Jury for violation of the act 
of Congress of July 2, 1890. The three years’ 
limitation for participation in these transac- 
tions has not yet elapsed, and the evidence 
obtained by the commission !s so complete that 
there should be no difficulty in the Govern- 
ment’s securing a conviction in this case.

NOT AFTER “ MISSING LINK”!

RAIS ULI REPORTED SLAIN. 


Rumor That Bandit Chieftain Has Been 
Assassinated. 


TANGIER, April 27.—Reports are in 
circulation here that Rais Uli, the bandit, 
has been assassinated. According to the | 
story current among the natives Rais | li 
was ambushed by a band of Elkmes| 
while journeying toward Tazrant.

PARIS, April 27, —A news agency here | 
has what purports to be confirmation of 
the report of the assassination of Rais 
Uli. According to the report received here 
the bandit was ambushed by a number 
Elkmes tribesmen while returning to 
| nis home from a native feast given in his 
honor. Other reports express doubt as to 
the truth of the rumors. The Echo de 
Paris has a dispatch from Tangier stat- 
ing a band of Elkmes fired a volley at 
Rais Ulli, but did not hit him. 


Rais Uli has greatly occupied the public 
attention during the last few years by 
reason of his aggressive activity in Mo- 
rocco. Besides carrying on warfare 
against the Sultan, he has captured sev- 
eral foreigners of prominence and held 
them for ransom. 

Rais Uli was a native of Zinat, and in 
early life was agcupied as a farmer. His 
first operations as a brigand were in the | 
form of raids on caravans in the interior. 
Later he moved his ‘field of operations to 
the coast. 

He became known to the outside world 
by his capture of W. B. Harris, the Tan- 
gier correspondent of The London Times, 
whom he released upon the payment of a 
large ransom. Next he selzed Mr. Perdi- 
caris, a native of New Jersey. This feat 
caused the United States to dispatch a 
squadron to the Moroccan coast. After a 
ransom of $50,000 was paid by the Sultan, 
Perdicaris was released. 

The last exploit of Rais Uli that at- 
tracted notice was the capture of Sir 
Harry Maclean, an Englishman whe was 
in the service of the Sultan of Morocco. 
Maclean was held for seven months, and 
during this time was subjected to more.or 
less ill-treatment. He finally was released

of $100,000 and the guarantee of the Brit- 
ish Government of protection and immu- 
nity from arrest.

In touching upon the subject of prohibi- 
tion, Mr. Carnegie said he gave each em- 
ploye 10 per cent. of his yearly earnings 
as a bonus if he would give his word of 
honor that he had not taken a drink of 
any spirituous Mquor during the year 
previous. 

“The Captain and crew of my yacht,” 
he said, “ have not only given up drink- 
ing, but they have left off smoking as 
well, which I think is tgo much, as I 
did not expect to purchase two virtues 
for the price of one. All I want now is 
an option from God on my life to live as 
long as I like.

Another, looking | 
to the establishment of the fact that a 
pooling agreement practically dominated 
the whole business in the United States 
and arbitrarily assigned the orders of 
every newspaper to a particular mill, 
asked whether quotations had been re- 
fused to newspapers by mills other than 
their regular source of supply. A large 
pefcentage of the answers were in the 
affirmative. 

Intends to Raise Price. 


Mr. Norris began hig remarks to-day 
with the promise that he would introduce 
evidence to prove that the International 
Paper Company imtends to raise the price 
of paper from $1.55 a hundred pounds, 
the price a few years ago, to $3. 

Mr. Norris said the 202 newspapers he 
had heard from showed a varying increase 
of from $2 to $17 a ton. The explanation 
of this increase, he said, was simply that 
the paper manufacturers were trying to 
warry the price up to $50 a ton.

The result 
is that many of them, especially the 
older men, look forward with something 
as much like apprehension as a soldier 
dare feel to subjecting themselves to a 
physical strain as great as rides of this 
length and speed inflict on those unaccus- 
tomed to this form of locomotion. While 
perfectly competent for the usual duties 
of war as well as of peace, they know 
that Hterally they ‘“ haven’t the heart” 
for three consecutive days on horseback, 
moving at a pace far beyond even that 
made on forced marches.

CHOATE OUT FOR TAFT. 


Accepts the Vice Presidency of the 
Local Taft Organization. 


In a letter to Louls C. Hay, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the local 
Taft organization, Joseph H. Choate yes- 
terday announced his acceptance of the 
Vice Presidency of that body. Mr. Choate 
declared that Secretary Taft is better 
equipped for President than any other 
man who could be nominated. 

“He is a thorough master of the Con- 
stitution of the United States,"’ writes Mr. 
Choate, “He has been a lifelong cham- 
pion of {ts principles, and would as Presi- 
dent, by act and word, always be faith- 
ful to them.” 

The letter asserts that Mr, Taft, !f 
elected, ‘“‘ will not hesitate to punish al 
violations of law, whether committed by 
great offenders or by small,” and con- 
cludes: 

“Should he be elected President, we 
shall be sure of an Administration of 
peace and law and order, which will 
equally protect the rights of rich and 
poor, of capital and labor, and of eve 
section of the country, and which will 
safeguard the rights and enforce the re- 
sponsibility of property, whether great or 
small, corporate or individual, as pre- 
scribed and intended by the Constitution.

Trance, with the new star among the 
Jockeys, Musgrave riding, was an odds- 
on favorite, with Fitz Herbert, Erbet, 
and Preceptor the next best backed of 


the seven that ran, but from start to 
finish of the contest the struggle was 
between Trance and Fitz Herbert, which 
drew out clear of tne otners and ran 
lapped into the last quarter of a mile, 
Both horses were straightened out and 
under ape md through most of the run 
down the stretch Fitz Herbert lasting the 
better of the two, and at the finish 
coming away in commanding style to win 
4 three lengths. Trance was stopping 
at the end, but was so far away from the 
remainder of the field that she was sec- 
ond by five lengths, with Preceptor third. 

In four other races the public favorites 
were beaten, the only successful choice 
being Big* Chief in the opening. event, 
Big Chief and Black Sheep, the two best- 
backed horses, were the leaders through- 
out, Big Chief drawing away at the 
finish and winning cleverly by a length 
and a half. 

The old champion sprinter Roseben 
made his first appearance of the yearina 
five-furlong sprint, and started a mild 
favorite in a small field. The old horse 
looked well, but in spite of his appear- 
ance he failed to show his former speed 
and, lagging even in the first part ot the 
race, finished unplaced, Berry Maid and 
King Cobalt fighting head and head all 
the distance, with Berry Maid the win- 
ner by a nose after a whipping finish, 
and King Cobalt second, two lengths be- 
fore Red River, third. 

For the six furlongs handicap, Colonel 
Jack always was the choice, though Ale- 
theuo was backed down and started as a 
strong second choice. Colonel Jack broke 
badly and was never a contender, while 
Aletheuo raced out in front most of the 
distance, and after wearing down the 
three-year-old Golden Pearl half way 
through the stretch, won easily by three 
lengths, with Oxford second, Golden Pearl 
tiring at the finish and dropping out of 
third place, which went to Colonel Jack.

Tells Independence Leaguers Just 
What He Thinks of Demo- 
crats and Republicans. 


HOW TO SAVE THE COUNTRY 


He Says Its Only Salvation Lies In the

Five hundred Independence Leaguers 
and Municipal Ownership exponents, now 
members of the new National Indepen- 
dence Party, which was launched at Chi- 
cago @ few weeks ago, gathered at the 
Hotel Knickerbocker last night for a din- 
ner to William Randolph Hearst.

Said to Have Been Im- 


posed Upon. 


ARTISTS SKILLFULLY COPIED 


| Salmagundi Club Talk Accuses a Cer- 
tain Painter of Doing the 
Bogus Work. 


Artists and collectors of paintings in 
New York were thoroughly aroused yes- 
terday by the announcement that spurious 
paintings were being sold, and even hung 


in galleries. The Salmagundi Clubs, to 
which most of the prominent New 
artists belong, was stirred to action, and 
it is probable that it will assist in a legal 
fight to end this sort of forgery. 

Although the matter has just been 
brought to light, it is said that a certain 
artist has been making imitations of 
other artists’ work, which were sold under 
the real artists’ names, for the past three 
years. He is said to have carried on his 
transactions through a certain dealer. 

William T. Evans of Montclair, N. J., 
is one of the prominent collectors ot 
the country who is said to have been im- 
posed upon, Dr. Alexander C. Hum- 
phreys, President of Stevens Institute, is 
another. 

Mr. Evans last evening admitted over 
the telephone that he was interested in 
the case, but refused to speak more defi- 
nitely. He suggested that there might be 
legal proceedings, however 

Dr, Humphreys would not talk 
the matter, and the lawyers for 
collectors, White & Otheman 
Frank R. Lawrence, were equally 
cent, 

In fact, any of those who 
have bought spurious pictures, 
ist whose name had been used, 
inclined to say as little about it 
sible. 

The artist against whom the charges 
were made is quoted as saying: 

‘These insinuations have been follow- 
ing me now for the last three years. And 
they come from under cover. No one will 
stand out as the author of them. I have 
been driven to distraction, and my career 
has been ruined. I have a large tan 
and have worked faithfully to support 
them, and yet so fierce has been the at- 
tack of hidden enemies that I cannot put 
out a picture of my own and égell it. No 
I have been compelled to 
take up the work of a retoucher.
